1. My people have been through Brig. General Klein's 
collection of papers concerned with the development of 
public relations by the Army. There are a number of points 
which have been well taken by General Klein and it is par- 
ticularly interesting to note that many of his recommendations 
and philosophies on public relations, written as long ago as 
1941, have been proven sound over the intervening years. 

2. Particularly apt today is Section 4 which deals with 
the history of Hitler's propaganda machine and recommended 
counteraction by the American military. General Klein recog- 
nized that propaganda must be directed toward the weaknesses 
and schisms in ethnic groups of a given nationality and that, 

of course, is still a prime psychological target, though re- 
quiring an intimate insight into the intellect and mores of the 
target people.
